PROMINENT WESTERN CHARACTERS—SOME INTER- 
ESTING ANECDOTES OF PEOPLE 
WE ALL KNOW 
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ALEXANDER GADDIE 


There was a notable half breed who used to live at Crooked 
Lakes named Alexander Gaddie. He was of sturdy Orkney 
stock on his father's side which furnished so many good men 
to the service of the Hudson's Bay Company, and when he 
talked English he had a pronounced Kirkwell accent. On the 
maternal side he was of Indian blood, native to the region. Al- 
though an exceedingly intelligent man his sympathies were always 
with the people of his mother’s race and he took treaty at 
Crooked Lakes as an Indian. He had an allotment on the 
reserve and was one of the first of the Indians to achieve success 
in farming. He had been a notable buffalo hunter and Indian 
fighter in the early days, and had earned a reputation for cool- 
ness and courage in some of the battles which the Metis hunters 
fought with the Sioux. One of his daughters, an exceedingly 
attractive girl, married a white man and the writer was present 
at the wedding feast which took place at Gaddie's house on the 
It was a strange gathering that sat down at the table. 
Colonel MacDonald, a veteran of the Wolseley campaign, and 
who was later Indian agent for Treaty No. 4, was the guest of 
honor, and several members of his family. The other Indian 
Department officials of the Agency were also present, and there 
were several other white people. Interspersed with these were 
all the Indian notables. Kahlikeewistahaw, the old chief of the 
Crooked Lake Indians, who was one of the signers of the Qu’- 
Appelle Treaty, although eighty years of age was a splendid 
figure of a man, and notable amongst the guests. Neepahpeness 
who has been called by some of those best qualified to judge 
Indian conditions, as the finest Indian of them all, comported 
himself with quiet dignity and there were a number of prominent 
Indians from the nearby reserves. The health of the bride was 
proposed by Colonel MacDonald, and there were a number of 
speeches in English. At last Gaddie got to his feet and said 
in perfect English: 


reserve, 


“I want to thank the Colonel and the white men who have 
spoken, for their kind words and I wish them not to take offence 
if I now talk to my own people.’ He then made an eloquent 
speech in Cree, in which he urged upon his Indian half brothers 
to accept the wisdom of the white man and to follow along his 
trail. 


Gaddie had a son called ‘Jimmy’ who was inclined to be 
rather wild. He got into bad company and started out with 
another half breed named Racette on a horse stealing expedition. 
They stole some horses from a rancher in the Qu'Appelle Valley 
named McLeish, and McLeish, with a mounted policeman, rode 
hard on their trail. The pursuers came upon the half breeds 
carousing in a shack and McLeish, followed by the policeman, 
attempted to force an entrance. A fight occurred, a gun was 
fired and McLeish fell mortally wounded, while the mounted 
policeman was badly handled. Gaddie and Racette fled to the 
broken land near the Qu’Appelle Valley on the Crooked Lakes 
and for a long time successfully evaded capture. They were 
eventually taken, however, and after a trial at Regina were 
sentenced to death. 


If old Gaddie was exercised over this affair he showed no 
signs of perturbation. He went calmly about his daily voca- 
tions. One day Colonel MacDonald, on recepit of news from 
Regina, drove over to Gaddie's place and found him busy about 
the house. He said, ‘‘Gaddie, | am the messenger of bad news. 
Your boy Jimmy is to be hanged in Regina in a few days.” 


“Too bad, Colonel,”’ said Gaddie, ‘but Jimmy was always 
a bad boy; will you come out and look at my wheat?’ Never- 
theless the old man was at the foot of the scaffold to receive 
the body of his executed son. 


Alexander Gaddie has not been long dead. He was a 


typical plainsman of the old breed. Honest, intelligent and 
reliable; brave as a lion in the face of danger and full of patriotic 
sentiment for his own country and his own people, he was a 


good example of the race of the old time plainsman, most of 
whom have now passed away. 


A CHIEF AMONGST THESE PEOPLE 


There was a splendid Saulteaux Indian of the Crooked Lakes 
Agency who bore the name of O'Soup. He was a tall, stalwart, 
swarthy man and he carried himself like an Indian King. He 
was, I think, one of the most dignified men in the world, and 
his eye beamed with intelligence and energy. He was a great 
hunter and never settled down to farming pursuits so much en- 
Even after the advent of 
the railways he would make long hunting excursions to the 
remotest part of the country, seeming to delight in life in the 
wilderness. 


couraged by the Indian Department. 


Sir Richard Lake, the present Lieut. Governor of the pro- 
vince of Saskatchewan, relates an incident, slight in itself, but 
very significant in connection with this man. 

The two half breed murderers, Gaddie and Racette, had 
been arrested charged with the murder of the Qu’'Appelle Valley 
rancher, named McLeish. Sir Richard was then a young man 
and had just received his commission as Justice of the Peace. 


He was one of the magistrates before whom the accused were 
brought. He relates how O'’Soup was called to the witness 
stand and asked through an interpreter if he was a_ leader 


The court room was crowded with interested 
Indian spectators; and O'Soup drew himself up, and with a ges- 
ture of indescribable dignity towards the Indians, said, ‘Yes, 
] am a chief amongst these people.” 


among the Indians. 


He had, however, one fault, he was rather addicted to the 
“fire water'’ of the white man and on one occasion, not so many 
years ago, allowed it to get so much the better of him that he 
lay out in very cold weather, with the result that he lost the use 
of one of his legs, which, if the writer is not mistaken, had to 
be amputated. He was at that time living some place near Fort 
Qu'Appelle and he wished to return to his home in Crooked 
Lakes. The Indian Agent did not think it well for him, in his 
feeble condition, to take the journey, and permission was re- 
fused. He went into the bush and with his axe, constructed a 
rude crutch and started to hobble home. He was, however, 
followed and brought back, He died not so many years ago. 
He was one of the Indians from the west who was present at 
the consecration of the late Archbishop Langevin at St. Boniface 
and he made a speech there in his own tongue that those familiar 
with the Cree language declared was a masterpiece of studied 
eloquence.

HOW RIEL NEARLY ESCAPED THE GALLOWS 


was very reluctant to have Louis Riel hanged. There was, of 
| course, a strong feeling against the rebel leader in the west. He 
had been guilty of treason and making war against the govern- 
ment of Canada; but the Metis themselves, although vigorous 
and enterprising fighters, had carried on the war with a fairly 
decent regard to the amenities. Indeed on many occasions they 
had intervened to curb the barbarities of their Indian allies. Of 
course Riel's great offence was in havifg evoked the aid of the 
Indians, and thus exposing the country to the horrors of an 
Indian uprising. There was no doubt that the halfbreeds had 
many real grievances and that Ottawa had long turned a deaf 
ear to them. Quebec was aroused in their favor, and Laurier, 
in the House of Commons, had made a passionate and eloquent 
plea in their behalf. 


| 
| It is now pretty well known that the late Sir John Macdonald 
| 


Sir Jéhn was naturally inclined to clemency but the opposi- 
| tion practically dared him to hang Riel. 


As the time for the execution approached, a plan was 
evolved to enable Riel to escape, which was said to have been 
convived at by the authorities. 


There was a well known French-Canadian named Pascal 
Bonneau living in Regina at the time. He was a strong political 
| supporter of the government, and he had little sympathy with 
| the rebellion. He knew Riel well, however, and had some sym 
| .pathy with his miserable condition. 


j It was arranged that a few days before the date set for the 
| execution he was to establish relays of fast horses every ten 
miles between Regina and the American boundary; arrangements 
were to be made to get Riel out of the Regina police barracks; 
| and given half an hours start not all the police in the country 
| could catch him before he reached United States, where as a 
| 


political offender he would be safe. 


All arrangements were made, but the plan was disclosed by 
| a relative of the unfortunate rebel leader, who was himself in 
| some danger for his share in the rebellion, and who doubtless 
sought to obtain favor from the authorities. So Riel went to 
his ignominious death. 


After the execution the body was taken to the Roman 
Catholic church, which at that time was situated on the present 
site of the Credit Foncier Building. 


It was prepared for burial by Mr. Bonneau, and W. G. 
Pettingell, still a well known business man ‘of the provincial 
capital. Mr. Pettingell told the writer a few days ago that after 
the work was done and the body interred in a shallow grave be- 
| neath the floor of the church, he and Mr. Bonneau adjourned 
| to the Palmer House bar to seek a little spirituous stimulent. As 
Mr. Bonneau drained his glass he said, ‘I wish | were as sure 
| of salvation as he is now.” 


Riel’s remains rested in the church for several days under 
the constant guardianship of Mr. Bonneau’s son. At Jast one 
| snowy night he received word to remove it to a box car that 
was to be left on the siding east of Broad Street. Care had to 
be exercised because Tocal feeling was much inflamed against

tion.

ETERNAL YOUTH 


There is nothing we lose with such regret as youth. We 
are told that it is natural to grow old and perhaps it is, but you 
see the vital man or woman of middle age, fight so hard at the 
prospect of surrendering the things of their prime. It is one of 
the tragedies of life that we must grow old and lose our mental 
and physical powers, with the inevitable prospect before us of 
going down to the grave when our tale of years is told. 


Ever since the days of mythology humanity has been look- 
ing for a fountain of youth, something that would preserve us 
with all the hopes, with all the illusions and with all the strength 
of early manhood and womanhood, 


In the ancient days of Greece, perpetual youth was supposed 
to be an attribute of the Gods; the centuries did not put a single 
wrinkle in the matchless face of Venus, nor did Cupid ever grow 
up. Ponce de Leon, one of the Spanish explorers believed that 
he had found the fountain of youth in Florida; historians, how- 
ever, had very little sympathy for the pathos of his quest and 
have laughed at him ever since. Almost everyone wants to retain 
their youth; but age, decay and disillusion have seemed so in- 
evitable that humanity has, in ‘the past accepted its destiny as 
inevitable. Then, of course, we have the Scriptural dictum that 
our years shall be ‘three score and ten, and perhaps by reason of 
strength four score;’’ and we must admit that it has been pretty 
generally correct. 


It will, therefore, come with a great surprise, perhaps with 
something of a shock, that science has recently made discoveries 
that show conclusively that there are means of arresting the 
wheels of age and that the day may be at hand when a man of 
eighty may be as full of vigor and strength as he was at forty. 


. Away back, about 1890, a French doctor named Brown 
Sequard declared that he had discovered the elixir of life. He 
had heen a physiologist of the nervous system at Harvard uni- 
versity. After conducting many researches he injected into his 
body a serum made from the secretions of certain animals. The 
results were so remarkable that the attention of the scientific 
world was attracted. Brown Sequard was, at that time, seventy- 
two years of age, and the result of his experiments was that he 
took on the semblance of a man in the early forties. 


A close investigation was made of the serum and medical 
men, always inclined to be somewhat conservative, discredited 


it. The Harvard professor died in Paris at the age of seventy- 
seven years and his elixir was regarded as a joke. 


Nevertheless, of recent years, scientists have come to the 
conclusion that he opened up a remarkable scientific truth. 


A careful research has been conducted and science has come 
to the conclusion that with proper care there is no reason what- 
soever that a human being’s life may not be prolonged in its full 
vigor until considerably over one hundred years. 


Some time in 1910, Dr. Carrol, a scientist of unquestioned 
reputation and conducting researches under the auspices of the 
Rockefeller Institute, took the fragment of the heart of a chicken 
which, in the natural course of events had not yet broken the 
egg shell and by means of injecting into it the serum taken from 
the living animals, has succeeded in keeping it alive until the 
present day. Among other experiments which have been con- 
ducted, this is probably the most noteworthy one, and scientific 
medical men are rapidly coming to the conclusion that senility 
and death can certainly be arrested and may, perhaps be prevent- 
able occurrences. 


A French physician mamed Doctor Varonoff, who was in 
charge of a French hospital during the war, had great experience 
in transplanting bones, tissues and organs from bodies newly 
dead, or living, into other living bodies. 
same time, experiments with animals. The results he achieved 
were astonishing. 


He took glands from young animals and placed them in old 
decrepit animals, practically dying of old age. The result was 
that in a few months these senile objects bloomed forth in health, 
strength and youth, He took the glands out again and the ani- 
mals at once became old. 


The same results have been produced with human beings 
who have become young when the glands from apes have been 
planted in their bodies. 


There are, of course, many exaggerations in connection with 
such a subject, but nevertheless there is enough data in some of 
the medical scientific magazines to justify certain of their claims, 
and there is not the least doubt in the world that in view of these 
modern discoveries, old age can be considerably postponed. 


For a number of years certain ailments and decays which 
usually come from old age, havé been known to be cured, or at 
least ameliorated by the use of secretions from the glands of apes. 


There is one notable instance of this in the person of a very 
prominent man who, for many years, was a notable figure in the 
province of Saskatchewan; but these remedies have been prac- 
tised almost entirely by some French physicians and the public 
have not been quite aware of their significance. 


There is no question but that these discoveries must be taken 
seriously and it is a matter that will affect almost everybody. 


Science has destroyed the ravages of enteric, typhus, yellow 
fever and diphtheria and if the investigators have again managed 
to discover a great physiological truth, it may have a most 
wonderful effect on humanity. It is, in any case, a most interest- 
ing subject. 


BRITISH CANADA 


Speaking at Calgary not very long ago, at a banquet in 
honor of the Imperial press delegates, R. B, Bennett, K.C., made 
an eloquent and vigorous speech,- in which he said that one of 
the first duties of the citizen of this western country was an alleg- 
jance to British institutions and the inculcation of a British senti- 
ment. He made some statements in his speech—and we have 
no reason to doubt them because Mr. Bennett is accurate in his 
pronouncements—that in the province of Alberta there had been 
some anti-British feeling—and that too in quarters where _ it 
might be least expected. 
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In his peroration he said, ‘We found this country British 
and British we will leave it.” 


Every good citizen in Canada will applaud these sentiments. 
We owe everything to our British heritage—our freedom, our 
progress, our laws and our forms of government, and our very 
privileges to agitate for our rights, French Canada obtained 
from Great Britain a charter of liberties which in its scope, pro- 
vided for a far greater measure of freedom than ever could 
have been obtained under the sovereignty of the country of 
their oigin. We have had agitations and, of course, eome things 
that have seemed unjust during the evolution stage, but through 
it all has run the thread of British justice and freedom, and we 
propose to maintain it in our country. 


THE MENACE 


There si no doubt whatsoever that the explosion which 
occurred in Wall Street, New York, a few days ago, resulting in 
the loss of many lives, was caused by some mad revolutionaries 
who attempted to gratify their envious spite by attempting to 
wreck some of the financial institutions of New York. 


Some high explosive, probably a bomb, was set just abbut 
the noon hour, in front of the Morgan banking place at the 
corner of Wall and Broad Streets. This is the very centre of 
the financial district; the great American banking concerns are 
grouped all around and the sub-treasury, with its fine statue of 
Washington, is just across the street. The streets in this portion 
of New York are narrow canyons, hemmed in by sky-scraping 
office buildings and at the noon hour, when the multitude of 
employees pour out, it si one setehing mass of humanity. No 
place could have been better selected for an outrage that would 
take a heavy toll of innocent human life. ,) 

This affair ought to bring home to those of us who are 
inclined to make light of Bolshevist activities on this side of 
the water, the menace which exists. There is no doubt that 
that large sums of money have been expended, both in the 
United States and Canada, to spread the pernicious doctrine of 
Bolshevism. There are always hare-brained enthusiasts who willil 
take up propaganda of this nature and to their ranks are at- 
tracted all kinds of cranks, many of whom have homicidal 
manias. Unscrupulous leaders of the organizatons find these 
people willing tools; no enterprise is too mad; no outrage too 
cruel for them. These are the irresponsible individuals whose 
weakness is taken advantage of by propagandists who sit in 
safety and handle the funds, encouraging their poor dupes to 
perform the most wanton outrages, and sometimes see them 
pay the penalty of their crimes, without compunction. 


There are some people in a quashy public position, such as 
ministers, seeking notriety and others who affect to see in Bol- 
_ shevism some merit. This Wall Street outrage ought to bring 
these people to their senses. In Canada and the United States 
there is unquestionably some injustice in our financial social 
systems, but the country is big and wide and offers rewards for 
the expenditure of thrift, energy and enterprise to the meanest 
citizen. If a man cannot survive and make an adequate living 
for his family in the United States or Canada, there is some- 
thing fundamentally wrong. We have no history of age-long 
repression and tyranny such as guided some of the peoples in 
Europe to revolt, and we want no Bolshevist or anarchistic 
movements. It is the duty of every good citizen to do his best 
to nip these pernicious doctrines in the bud. 


CROP ESTIMATES 


The Winnipeg Free Press has been in the habit of making 
crop estimates which have been pretty approximately correct. 
They have agricultural experts who are in the field most of the 
summer and are, therefore, in a position to judge. A few days 
ago the Free Press announced its estimate of the season's crop 
of the three prairie provinces as follows: 


Wheat, two hundred and forty-eight million, seven hundred 
and forty-five thousand bushels,

‘Taking it by and large, this means a tremendous lot of 
money for Western Canada as a result of the season's agricul- 
tural activities. This year has-been by no means a favorable 
one, and crops are more or less patchy, yet even under these 
conditions the above figures indicate something of the wealth 
that lies in our soil. It is within the memory of many of us, 
who are not yet old, that the agricultural capacities of the west 
have been seriously questioned. The above figures, however, 


tell an eloquent tale of the progress of development and deter- 
mination.

If you want to beat the high 
cost of living, buy a good paper 
pattern, get busy with your needle, 
and surprise yourself by making 
lovely things on almost nothing 
compared with the prices charged 
in the big stores. I use Home 
Journal patterns, because they are 
unusual and have a certain distinc- 
tion of their own. Start with 
something simple, like a camisole, 
an envelope chemise or an apron. 
Work up gradually to more elab- 
orate things. A dummy, or dress 
form, is a wonderful help in fitting. 

Always buy good material. You 
Will find it easier to work on, and 
all the skilled work in the world 
‘won't make cheap material look 
hnything but shoddy. Two yards 
of good lace will give a frock or 
waist an air that a bolt of cheap 
lace can never give. 

I found that the best way to 
work on Georgette, chiffon or net 
is to stitch the material on the ma- 
chine through two thicknesses of 
paper. The top of a newspaper— 
the white part—is good for this 
purpose.

The speaker had some fun at the 
claim of custom and apetite, saying 
alcohol made the heart faster, nen 
talk faster, and they drink it to 
make ther warm and eool, and re- 
futed the claim it made men in- 
sensible to prin. She wanted all to 
remember that an apitite for strong 
drink is acquired, not inherited. 

Mrs. McK!nney went to some 
length in describing the different 
laws that had been tried in Alqerta 
dealing with the drink question. 
She said that when the Dominion 
Government was asked ‘o allow 
Alberta prohibition the reply was 
to first use all the power given to 
Alberta to enact liquor laws, which
